Carter threatens S. Africa 
over Namibia 

LOS ANGELES, May 17 (R). — President Carter said 
today that unless South Africa acted to end white rule 
in Namibia, it would face "strong action” by the United 
States and four other Western powers in the United 
Nations. Appearing on a television Interview show here. 
Mr. Carter said the United States had gained the sup- 
port of West Germany, Britain, France and Canada in 
endorsing such a stand on Namibia (Southwest Africa), 
the territory run by South Africa under a disputed U.N. 
mandate. 
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New Israeli troop concentrations 
reported along Lebanese border 


BEIRUT. May' 17 (J.T. & Agen- 
cies). — New Israeli troop con- 
centrations have appeared at 
various points along the sensi- 
tive Lebanese-Israeli bolder, 
according to reports reaching 
here from the south. 

Soldiers are massed in par- 
ticular in the central border 
area adjacent to Marjeyoim and 
Qlei’a. the reports added. 

Informed sources in the area 
predict that Israel will launch 
a military operation in the co- 
ming days. They see this as a 
possible move to sow discord 
between the Arab peace-keep- 
ing force and the leftist-Pales- 
tinian alliance. 

The reports indicate that Is- 
raeli aviation has been active 
in Lebanese air space over the 
last few days, in particular 
over areas where the Arab 
peace-keeping forces are statio- 
ned and over border villages 
controlled by the leftist-Palesti- 

nlan flUianfA 

Israeli patrol boats have si- 
multaneously intensified their 
routine patrols along the Leba- 
nese coast from Naquin in the 
south to Sidon. the sources con- 
tinue. 

Observers are now once mo- 
re directing their attention to- 
wards the south after Syrian 
President Hafez Assad met U.S. 
President Jimmy Garter. 

Observers note the possibi- 
lity that the four-party super- 
visory truce committee, set up 
last year to supervise the cea- 
sefire in Lebanon, will resume 
its work to implement the 1969 
Cairo agreement governing re- 
lations between Pales tinian co- 


mmando groups and the Leba- 
nese government. 

Sources close to Lebanese 
government say that this week 
will witness intense activity to 
overcome obstacles facing the 
implementation of the Cairo 
agreement and to prevent de- 
velopments which could influ- 
ence the delicate Lebanese sit- 
uation. 

Meanwhile Defence Ministry 
sources said here today that 
about 20 per cent of Lebanon’s 
officer corps had offered to re- 
sign under a three-month army 
rebuilding scheme which end- 
ed at midni ght. 

They said that former army 
commander Maj.-Gen. Hanna 
Saeed was among the 194 of 
the country's 945 officers who 
submitted resignations under 
the terms of a special decree 
aimed at rebuilding the army. 

Seventeen brigadiers and 48 
colonels followed Gen. Saeed 
on the resignation list. 

Under the special decree, the 
government need not accept all 
the resignations offered and, 
also, in the next three months, 
may suspend any officer not on 
the list 

In a separate development, a 
generally well-informed Pales- 
tinian source said here today 
that Palestinian commando lea- 
der Abu Saleh escaped an as- 
sassination attempt on Satur- 
day in the southern town of 
Nabatiyeh. 

But the Palestinian news ag- 
ency Wafa denied that any 
such attempt had taken pdace, 
saying that Abu Saleh, as a 
member of the Palestine Libe- 
ration Organisation Central 
Council, was attending its ina- 


ugural session in Damascus on 
Saturday. 

He returned from Damascus 
to Beirut only yesterday, Wafa 
said. 

An employee in Abu Saleh's 
office here today refused to 
comment on the report 

He said that Abu Saleh, a 
military chief who is also a 
member of the Central Com- 
mittee of the largest Palestin- 
ian commando group, Fateh, 
was in excellent health. 

The Palestinian source, who 
spoke to Renters after the ori- 
ginal report -- published yes- 
terday by the Iraqi News Agen- 
cy (INA) -- said four bullets 
had been fired at Abu Saleh 
on Saturday in Nabatiyeh, but 
he had not been hit

The problems of Moslem 
minorities in a number of co- 
untries have already come up 
since the conference opened 
last night, most of them in Col. 
Qadhafi' s own speech. 

When the meeting began ta- 
ckling its 61-point agenda today 
one of the first speakers was 
Turkish Cypriot leader Rauf 
Denktash. 

He called on Moslem countr- 
ies to support his community's 
bid to ensure equal rights with 
Greek Cypriots, and declared 
that Greece wanted to turn 
the island into a Greek and a 
Christian land. 

There are several other Mo- 
slem minority movements wait- 
ing in the wings hoping for 
a hearing, including Moslem 
rebels from southern ThaQand. 

Three countries -- Egypt, 
Sudan and Iran -- are boyco- 
tting the meeting. 

Their absence was one of 
the main talking points at a 
closed session of the confere- 
nce today, conference sources 
said. 

Delegates debated whether to 
send the three countries mess- 
ages urging than to change 
their minds and join the gath- 
ering. 

Col. Qadhafi told delegates 
yesterday that Egypt did not 
stav away because of political 
differences with Tripoli. 

'The reason for this abse- 
nce is more dangerous. Egypt 
is under toe domination of the 
U.S.. which is going to build 
a Christian University in Egypt 

“This Is very den aero us ac- 
tion because -it will lead to 
civil war m Egvot where the 
Christians are treated as toe 
equals of the Moslems." 


A special daily newspaper 
brought out for the conference, 
Islamic Solidarity, compared 
the gathering to a family, and 
remarked : “If one member of 
this family has a quarrel with 
another, this should in no way 
be a reason for the break up 
of the family.*' 

Col. Qadhafi ’s relations with 
both Egypt and Sudan are po- 
or, and each has accused him 
of interfering in its internal 
affairs. 

The friendly relations betw- 
een Tripoli and Addis Ababa 
are another part of the region- 
al alignments in which Col. 
Qadhafi finds himself - - along 
with the Soviet Union -- on 
toe side opposed to toe Eritr- 
ean secessionists, whose bigg- 
est outside support, comes fr- 
om Sudan, Syria and Iraq. 

Col. Qadhafi was careful in 
his speech not to be openly 
hostile to the Eritreans, say- 
ing he did not object to their 
demands for Independence, and 
noting that they regarded them- 
s elves as Arabs. 

He told toe conference it 
should be very careful in dea- 
ling with the Eritrean question 
as there were more Moslems 
than Christi ans in Ethiopia, 
while Moslems were in the mi- 
nority in Eritrea. 

Little has been said here ab- 
out Iran’s absence, but the Sh- 
ah and the Libyan leader are 
not the best of friends. 

Outside toe hotel where jou- 
. realists and representatives of 
minority groups are staying 
there are posters in support 
of the Democratic Revoluti- 
onary Movement for toe Libe- 
ration of Arabstan, an Iranian 
province inhabited by Arabs.

The Sudanese leader watch- 
ed manoeuvres by a variety of 
amphibious, all-purpose armo- 
red vehicles, armoured tanks 
and half-tracks. 

“The presentation was very 
positive. We notice significant 
progress in the technological 
field, mainly with respect to 
infantry equipment,” said. Gen. 
Nimeiri. 

Although he did not say ex- 
plicitly that he would buy 
French arms he said that he 
was moving in that direction. 

Earlier, at a press confere- 
nce, Gen. Nimeiri stressed that 
the purchase of arms was not 
the main objective of his visit. 

"We are for dialogue and 
peace. We used to have Soviet* 
arms but they (the Soviet) have 
stopped their shipments. We 
have no other choice than to 
look elsewhere for arms to en- 
sure our defense," he said. 

Gen. Nimeiri also used bis 
news conference to launch an 
appeal for international back- 
ing for the Eritrean liberation 
movement and made strong at- 
tacks on the Ethiopian gover- 
nment. 


“We declare solemnly that 
we are and will be on the 
side of the Eritrean cause and 
the right of the Eritrean peo- 
ple to self-determination," he 
said. 

He said he regretted that the 
Ethiopian government had now 
fallen under the influence of 
the Soviet Union. 

Asked about the Soviet role 
in the Libyan Jamahiriyah 
(formerly Libya), Gen. Nimeiri 
said the Russians now had so- 
phisticated arms and material 
at their disposal in that country 
which they could use at any 
moment against other nations, 
notably those in. the region. 

Gen. Nimeiri, said Sudan’s 
objective in the Red Sea and 
Horn of Africa region was to 
create a zone of peace and 
security, free from the hege- 
mony of the super-powers and 
'international conflicts. 

Gen. Nimeiri congratulated 
France for the "wise way” in 
which it was leading the Red 
Sea territory of Djibouti to in- 
dependence and transferring 
power "to the Djibouti people.” 
This had put it beyond the da- 
nger of civil war, he said. 


NATO ministers agree to 
up defence spending 3% 


BRUSSELS, May 17 (R). — 
NATO defence ministers agre- 
ed today that all 15 member 
states of the alliance should 
aim at increasing their defence 
budgets by a minimum of three 
per cent in real terms. 

They were responding to Pre- 
sident Carter's call for grea- 
ter defence spending by the 
alliance. 

Informed NATO sources said 
the ministers also agreed to 
accept plans for major imp- 
rovements in the alliance’s de- 
fence posture, put forward to- 
day by U.S. Defence Secretary 
Harold Brown. 

The sources said the decisi- 
ons reflected the alliance’s co- 
ncern over the steady buildup 
of Soviet armed forces over the 
past several years. 

However they noted that the 
agreement did not commit the 
alliance countries to achieving 
the three per cent target for 
increased defence spending. 

The minis ters accepted a 
long-term programme put for- 
ward by Mr. Brown to solve 
the alliance's most pressing 
problems. This would include 
stepping up the combat readi- ■ 
ness of NATO's frontline tro- 
ops, strengthening its electro- 
nic warfare capabilities and 
improving its sea power and 
air defences. 

In addition, toe defence mini- 


sters agreed with a call by Mr. 
Brown for a series of improve- 
ments to be carried out in the 
next year. The U.S. defence 
secretary listed an increase in 
anti-tank weaponry in north 
Germany and a buildup of war 
supplies in Europe generally 
as high-priority aims. 

West German Defence Mini- 
ster Georg Leber said three 
per cent was not a rigid figu- 
re. "There can be a margin of 
difference from country to 
country,” he told reporters. 

He said the decisions taken 
today should be seen as a sign 
to the Soviet Union to hold 
down its own military build-up. 

‘Tf parity cannot be obta- 
ined by agreement, then there 
can be no alternative to going 
on snending,” he said. 

Informed sources said Bri- 
tain believed that the three per 
cent aim would not come into 
effect until 1979. 

The British also felt that me- 
mber states with stronger eco- 
nomies should contribute more 
to the NATO improvement 
plan than the economically we- 
aker members. 

The sources said that the 
Americans wanted a gesture 
showing that the alliance was 
prepared to add to its muscle 
and the three per cent target 
should be viewed in this con- 
text

TEL AVIV. May 17 (R). — 
Computers of Israeli national 
television forecast tonight that 
the rightwing Likud opposition 
bloc will emerge from Israel's 
general elections today as the 
country’s largest party with 
44 seats in the 120-seat Knes- 
set 

The Labour Party will get 
32 seats instead of the 51 that 
it now holds, according to the 
television computer predictions, 
based on a survey of voters 
at selected polling stations. 

The newly-founded Democra- 
tic Movement for Change 
(DMC) will get 16 seats and the 
National Religious Parly 

(NRP) will get 11, according to 
the same calculations. 

Israel television broadcast 
its predictions as soon as pol-

Israel has refused to allow 
the committee, established by 
the U.N. General Assembly in 
1968, to visit the territories, 
saying toe members are preju- 
diced in advance. 

Announcing the session, the 
U.N. said toe committee would 
consider information on the oc- 
cupied territories received dur- 
ing February. March and April 
this year and a number of sub- 
missions from governments and 
other sources such as toe Is- 
raeli League of Human and 
Civil Rights.

LABOUR ADMITS 
DEFEAT 

The Israeli Labour Party early 
Wednesday admitted defeat fat 
the general election, Israeli 
Television reported quoting a 
party spokesman. 


An estimated 500,000 of the 
2J2 million e legible voters were 
believed to be still unco reunited 
before the polls opened. 

The group which gains the 
largest number of votes will be 
asked by President Ephraim 
Katzir to form a new govern- 
ment --a process which could 
drag on for weeks. 

Since neither Labour nor Li- 
kud appeared likely to win toe 
62 seats needed for a parlia- 
mentary majority in the 120- 
seat Knesset, it was widely 
expected that protracted nego- 
tiations with smaller parties on 
a coalition government would 
follow today’s vote. 

The DMC has made clear 
that it would join either of the 
two major parties in a coali- 
tion if It entered it on its ter- 
ms for a constitutional change 
in Israeli voting laws.

GENEVA. May 17 (R). — So- 
viet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko said tonight the Kre- 
mlin was ready to do every- 
thing in its power to bring 
about a new Strategic Arms Li- 
mitation talks (SALT) agreem- 
ent with the United Staes that 
went "in the correct direction." 

He made his comment on 
arrival in Geneva from Moscow 
for a new round of SALT talks 
with U.S. Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance. 

Mr. Gromyko also indicated, 
however, that the Soviet Union 
expected any new initiative to 
come from the Americans. 

The talks begin tomorrow.

The West Bank was sealed 
off from Israel proper. Arab 
workers and visitors were not 
allowed into Israel from the 
area during the voting period. 
Police said this was a security 
precaution against possible tro- 
uble as voters gathered at pol- 
ling stations.

New Yorkers demand lasting ban 
on helicopter shuttle services 


NEW YORK, May 17 (R). — 
Protest groups today demand- 
ed a lasting ban on helicopter 
shuttle services into New York 
after a helicopter toppled over 
on a skyscraper landing pad 
killing five people^ 

Mayor Abraham Beame sus- 
pended all fights by New York 
Airways, operators of the he- 
licoper shuttles, pending an In- 
quiry by the National Trans- 
portation Safety Board (NTSB) 
into yesterday’s accident. 

The Sikorsky S-61 helicopter 
topped over atop the Pan Am 
building seconds after landing 
there. Whirling rotor blades 
scoured the surface of the roof 
sending wreckage into the str- 
eets far below. 

Four people were cut to pie- 


ces by the blades and a wo- 
man on her way home from 
work died in the street. 

New York Airways said the 
rotor blades were not stopped 
between flights partly for sa- 
fety reasons. “The rotors are 
a stabilising force if you have 
wind guests,” a spokesman 
said. 

New York Airways only re- 
sumed helicopter flights bet- 
ween- the city’s airports and 
the Pan Am building last Ja- 
nuary after a nine-year halt for 
economic reasons and concern 
about the possibility of accid- 
ents. 

Spokesmen for community 
groups said today they would 
fight to prevent the helicopter 
service to the Pan Am building 


ever being allowed to resume. 

Erik Strapper of the Turtle 
Bay Association, which inclu- 
des residents living near Uni- 
ted Nations headquarters on 
Manhattan's east side, said of 
the crash : “This need not have 
happened. 

"Why is it necessary to land 
one of these things in the most 
heavily populated area in the 
world ?" he asked. 

In a Manhattan cigar store, 
one man said he was going to 
catch the flight that crashed 
but decided to “get the next 
one because it was my birthday 
and my friends convinced me 
to have another drink. ' 

“They said *what’s your hur- 
ry’ and that saved my life," 
he said.

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More important 
than peace? 

As Israel launched into the most closely contested 
and potentially indecisive general elections in its 
history, one poll had it that foreign policy (and there- 
fore the entire question of Middle East peace) ranked 
third for most voters, ceding first and second place 
to the questions of inflation and the divisive social 
gaps between Israelis of different origins. 

With inflation running at 40 per cent and shrink- 
ing horizons of opportunity, the young, who neces- 
sarily feel the pinch particularly hard, have joined 
the Jews of oriental origin, the dispossessed and those 
whose strident demands for change have gone un- 
heard, in wanting to overthrow the “establishment”, 
which in this case means the Labour alignment 

But in a situation where 60 per cent of the budget 
is allocated for defence, as against only 1 per cent 
for social security, 2 per cent for public health and 
6 per cent for education, the aspirations of those 
looking for a better life will necessarily be disappoint- 
ed, no matter who wins. 

Yet a better standard of living is possible, and 
a better quality of life in general is available to the 
Israeli public, in fact, the solution is right under their 
noses, if only they would reverse their priorities- 

A society geared for war does not make for more 
abundant consumer goods, nor does it erase social 
differences; it just makes it more practical to put 
up with them. 

The solution for Israel is not to make war profit- 
able by developing its own arms industry, which it 
really can’t handle on its own, but to eliminate the 
need for guns. If Israel worked as hard for peace as 
it has to develop its armed forces then there would 
be ample time and opportunity to deal with the 
problems that so many Israelis imagine to be more 
important than peace. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


One Jordanian daily comm- 
ented in its Tuesday editorial 
on the Israeli elections, while 
a second discussed His Majesty 
King Hussein’s meeting with 
the local press. In which he 
informed them about his talks 
with U.ii. President Jimmy 
Carter and his expectations as 
regards the Middle East conf- 
lict 

AL RAT says that the out- 
come of the Israeli general 
elections will not lead to subs- 
tantial changes in the Middle 
East situation. 

The paper adds that Israeli 
leaders have mobilised public 
opinion against any Israeli wi- 
thdrawal from occupied Arab 
territories and told it that even 
if there is to be any pull-back, 
it will be in return for Arab 
concessions. 

The heated electoral battle 
is but a game. It may turn into 
playing with fire, the paper 
adds, but it will not change 
the substance of the situation 
in the area. 

Arab-Israeli enmity will re- 
main until it results in an ex- 
plosive situation. The Israeli 
leaders, whoever they may be, 
will have to take the blame 
for the results, the paper con- 
cludes. 

AL DUSTOUR considers His 
Majesty’s meeting with the 
local press as a gesture of sup- 
port and a motion of confide- 
nce in its responsible role. This 
royal confidence, the paper ad- 
ds, imposes upon the press a 
responsibility to convey news 
to the public truthfully and 
with objectivity. 

The press should take up 
and emphasise the information 
campaign His Majesty launch- 
ed during his visit to the Uni- 
ted States, the paper says. It 
should brine home to the Am- 
erican public, through a con- 
certed Arab information cam- 
paign to be supported by Arab 
funds, the realities of the Mid- 
dle East conflict. This should 
be done at the time President 


Carter and his aides are ela- 
borating the U.S. position vis- 
a-vis the Middle East conflict, 
the paper adds. 

However, the Arabs should 
not be led to think that such 
a campaign will restore their 
rights. Such a campaign sho- 
uld be just an element In the 
political battle the Arabs are 
launching, in particular prior 
to the reconvening of the Ge- 
neva Middle East peace con- 
ference, the paper concludes. 

AL ANWAR, the Lebanese 
daily, stated that the general 
elections in Israel "are nothing 
more than a folkioric democ- 
ratic contest” 

The commentary noted that 
"the 23 groups contesting the 
elections range from a move- 
ment demanding the fulfillment 
of women’s bodies to a move- 
ment demanding the geographic 
fulfillment of Israel." 

It assigned little overall sig- 
nificance to the elections, say- 
ing that other factors would 
have much greater effect on 
developments in the region. 

"President Carter is the big 
Israeli voter. ... but the big- 
gest voter is war," the com- 
mentary said. 

A1 Anwar said that Israel 
and America had differences 
over the future of the Middle 
East and what would constit- 
ute secure borders in the re- 
gion. 

"America wants a settlement 
that would guarantee ... its 
petrodollars and its friendship 
with the Arabs. Israel is only 
one of its vital interests. 

"But Israel wants a peace 
that would rebuild the whole 
region in jts image and accor- 
ding to its plan, and wants to 
remain the sole American for- 
tress and the sole American 
policeman, whereas Washing- 
ton wants more than one.” the 
commentary continued. 

It said that "the Israelis mi- 
ght yet prefer to surprise Ame- 
rica on the battlefield rather 
than confront it at the Geneva 
conference.” 
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Jordan celebrates the 9th 
World Telecommunication Day on 
May 17 in deed and in spirit

The Hashemite Kingdom of 
Jordan participates today, the 
17th of May, 1977, in celeb- 
rating the 9th World Telecom- 
munication Day. 

The theme chosen this year 
is ‘Telecommunication and De- 
velopment”. 

The said theme was chosen 
as a result of the partnership 
and coordination that exists 
between the ITU (The Inter- 
national Telecommunications 
Union) and the UNDP (The 
United Nations Development 
Programme). 

The fact that both the ITU 
and the UNDP have joined for- 
ces in organising this year's 
world Telecommunication day 
is significant in the light of 
the United Nations’ General 
Assembly’s resolutions on the 
desirability of building a wo- 
rld based on a new Interna- 
tional Economic order. 

Infrastructure planners of ail 
countries have recognised that 
the complex structure of this 
new world economy could not 
be built without a modern Te- 
lecommunication network. He- 
nce the choice of the 1977 
theme "Telecommunications 
and Development” seemed real- 
istic and logical, especially if 
taken in the light of current 
preparations now taking place 
all over the world for the 1979 
world conference on Science 
and Technology for Develop- 
ment 

It is a well known fact that 
economic and social develop- 
ment go hand in hand with 
the development of communi- 
cations. Telecommunications is 
undoubtedly among the main 
economic factors capable of 
raising the productivity of an 
economy, thus bringing about 


an improvement in the stand- 
ard of living of all peoples. 

The efficiency and speed at 
which business is conducted 
throughout the world depends 
on one common factor -Tele- 
communications. 

Now, instead of elaborating 
on the general aspects of the 
important role of telecommuni- 
cations in development, I feel 
that it will be more useful to 
fellow Jordanians and guests 
to become aware of some of 
the recent activities of TCC 
(The Telecommunications Cor- 
poration of Jordan). This is one 
of the objectives of the 9th 
World Telecommunication Day, 
i.e. to alert the mass media 
and through them public opin- 
ion to the importance of the 
role of telecommunications in 
development - - through the ap- 
praisal of our own national 
telecommunications policy and 
achievements. 

One can only touch the main 
aspects: 

1- By the end of this year 
1977 a national microwave tr- 
ansmission network will have 
been completed in Jordan. The 
public will start to feel the be- 
nefits of the network gradual- 
ly over the next year. 

2. For the first time in the 
history of the telecommunica- 
tions in Jordan, long-range pl- 
anning has been adopted. The 
technical know-how was ob- 
tained through an internation- 
ally well known consulting 
firm. The master of the so- 
called fundamental plan which 
should reflect detailed system 
planning for the next 15 years 
will be ready by the end of 
this month. 

3. TCC took a historic deci- 
sion when its board of direc- 
tors decided to bridge over 
the electromechanical designs 
of public exchanges and to 
adopt the most modern semi- 
electronic stored - programme - 
controlled ESS (earth satellite 


station) exchanges. A contract 
worth S30 million was awarded 
recently to a consortium of 
Japanese firms for the manu- 
facturing. supply, installation 
and commissioning of 5 such 
exchanges totalling 20.000 lines 
(initial capacity) together with 
the networks associated with 
these exchanges. 

4. A fully electronic telex 
exchange project was recently 
tendered to cope with Che ever 
growing demand on this ser- 
vice. 

5. A tender for another 
earth satellite tracking station 
will soon be floated to com- 
municate with the Indian Oce- 
an Intelsat satellite apart from 
the work now going on to 
increase the total capacity of 
the existing earth station in 
addition to the fact that Jordan 
is taking an active part in the 
implementation programme of 
the Arabsat. 

6. Finally up-grading of the 
existing old (and new -- but 
old fashioned) public exchan- 
ges will take place soon on a 
large scale. 

Already one phase of the 
work has been completed. The 
next phase, part of a crash 
programme, will be executed 
within the next six months. 

Tenders for the up-grading 
of the old networks will be 
released in two months time. 

7. In 1977 12,800 new lines 
will be offered to the public. 
This constitutes something like 
35 per cent of the total lines 
in the whole kingdom (mobile 
exchanges are included in this 
figure) 

These are some of the high- 
lights of the achievements of 
the Telecommunications Corpo- 
ration of Jordan for 1976 and 
the past four mouths of 1977, 
a humble effort for develop- 
ment in line with the objec- 
tives enshrined in the 9th wo- 
rld Telecommunication Day on 
May 17. 1977.

war drives Rhodesia’s 
a very tight corner

Strange things happen in this stran- 
ge town. One part becomes a giant buil- 
ding site; the other a mass of decreptd 
buildings and huddled masses. 

That is how one could describe the 
difference* between one area like Shm- 
eisani and another - - well, many oth- 
ers -- like Jabal Ashrafiyeh; places 
where houses for rent are never ad- 
vertised. Maybe the owners are asha- 
med to put their wares alongside the 
grandiloquent extravaganza that is us- 
ually advertised in the daily papers - - 
and which is usually way out of finan- 
cial reach of the man on the street. 

The point is that the massive build- 
ing site is developing at a fantastic rate, 
while the other half of town, or should 
we say more than half, since popula- 
tion density in the poor areas is much 
greater than in the rich, is hardly ad- 
vancing at all- 

Admittedly, you could say, more 
people in these urban jungles are buying 
cars, T.V.s, refrigerators, etc., but quan- 
tity does not equal quality, and the qua- 
lity of life has certainly not improved 
substantially. 

People still face enormous transport 
problems - - long queues and even long- 
er waits - - face the possibility (or the 
definite prospect) of water and electri- 
city cuts, or having to return home after 
a heavy downpour with one’s newly 
cleaned trousers coming out speckled 
brown, and so on ad infinitum, it seems. 

Whereas on the other side of the 
coin: Well, there are good chances that 
walking through the building sites of 
Shmeisani and the outer reaches of Ja- 
bal Amman, you may also get your tro- 
users ruined on a rainy day, but then 
you also probably have a shining new 
car, in which case you get that caked 
in mud, and then clean it with the cons- 
tant supply of seemingly volumeless 
water that abounds from your super-sp- 
arkling “elitist” tap. 

The poor, of course, have not been 
doing badly lately. The construction bo- 
om has led to an equally impressive 


employment boom, with unskilled wor- 
kers being able to command much high- 
er wages chan they could in the past. 

But the construction boom is no* 
going bust, and with it doubtless the 
boom in jobs, although this will take a 
few months as new houses are comply 
ted. But this augurs badly for the poor, 
who are likely to start feeling the pinch, 
if not find themselves out of work for 
a period of time. 

So what can they do: either sit ar- 
ound waiting for the next boom, which 
may not come in time to sooth their 
disillusion arising out of a lower level 
of income; or their skills eould be used 
to improve their own localities in a gov- 
emment-sponsored public works prog, 
ramme. 

This would need much governmen- 
tal financing and organisation, but it is 
essential if the state wants to improve 
the long-neglected poor parts of town 
so as to halt the potentially destructive 
splitting of the town into two oppos- 
ing halves - - one sparkling and dean 
and the other crumbling to the ground. 

Old buildings could be tom down, 
new ones put up - - utilising modem 
techniques of prefabrication and high- 
rise construction - - and new roads co- 
uld be laid. This would solve the chro- 
nic problem of congestion on roads that 
are not fit for coping with present day 
traffic. 

Planning is the keystone of the prob- 
lem. Up to now things have been al- 
lowed to develop on their own; The rich 
have the money to develop their areas, 
while the poor have to be content with 
their lot, unable to do very much for 
their neighbourhood- 

It is a question of priorities; Do you 
develop just part of the country hoping 
that the other half will catch up at 
some uncertain time In the future, or do 
you see the country as one great whole 
that needs harmonious development 
People are talking about it, but action 
is still needed to avoid the kind of psy- 
chological polarisation that could arise 
if nothing substantial is done. 
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Wlth splits In the government, more and more yotmg men dying in the bush, businesses 
crumbling and emigration of whites gr ow in g, the Rhodesians would seem to be in an Inc- 
reasingly tight corner. Nevertheless, the 270,000 whites stubbornly bang on. The war is 
five years old and there Is no sign of an end to It This article ex a mi nes the widespread 
nature of the guerrilla attacks.

SALISBURY (Gemini) — The 
guerrilla war in Rhodesia is 
dose to five years old. The 
fighting forced Ian Smith to 
the negotiating table and sq- 
ueezed from him a concession 
that he would eventually give 
way to black leaders. But it 
has not brought him down. 

The 270,000 whites are stub- 
bornly clinging on to this land 
of sunshine and servants, even 
though many businesses are 
crumbling, more and more of 
their young men dying in bush 
clashes and their previously 
solid government is ideologi- 
cally split 

Has the time now arrived 
for nationalist forces, suppor- 
ted by OAU forces and perhaps 
even Cubans to launch a coup 
de grace invasion? Rhodesian 
military chiefs admit they wo- 
uld not last more than a few 
weeks should soldiers, tanks 
and aircraft come over the mo- 


untains and across the sandy 
lowveld. 

The guerrilla war has cer- 
tainly had its Impact. Rhode- 
sia’s economy has suffered. 
White morale is lower than 
ever, many farms have been 
deserted and about 1,500 whit- 
es are leaving the country ev- 
ery month. 

But the expectation in Salis- 
bury is that the country will 
not have to face a conven- 
tional or classical war for a 
long time, certainly at least 
another year. The guerrilla ca- 
mpaign will continue to be the 
main thrust of nationalist ac- 
tivity, it is believed. 

Military chiefs expect the 
present force of about 2,500 
guerrillas inside Rhodesia to 
be stepped up to something 
like 4,000. 

They will continue to seek 
out soft targets But tfiey may 
also become much more ag- 
gressive, standing and fighting 
more frequently when located 


by security forces. There are 
already growing insta n ces of 
this. Recruitment among young 
blacks will be stepped up. 

White farms, missions and 
vehicles on lonely roads will 
continue to take the brunt. 
Rhodesia is now virtually sur- 
rounded by what are known as 
operational areas. Hardly any 
of the scores of separate tribal 
trust lands do not have a gue- 
rrilla presence. 

In the original "Hurricane” 
area between the north Mo- 
zambique border and 30 miles 
north of Salisbury, about 500 
guerrillas are in hiding but 
doing little damage. 

Much more troublesome are 
those who cross frequently 
back and forth across the mo- 
untains up to 80 miles north 
of the town of Umtali and the 
120 miles of mountains to the 
south. 

Heavy concentrations of an- 
ti-personnel mines along the 
border take their toll, but ba- 


nds of up to 80 still often 
cross, split up, cause some gr- 
ief to either lonely farms or 
a tribal village and nip back 
across the mountains. 

Rhodesia does not have the 
men to intercept them. About 
400 guerrillas are established 
north of Umtali among the 
thick foliage of the hills. 

The most aggressive group, 
frequently prepared to take on 
Rhodesian troops, has moved 
south of Umtali and into the 
big Sabi Tribal Trust Land. 
There are about 800 intercha- 
nging, 600 staying in the hills 
and 200 marauding, some even 
threatening the periphery of 
Salisbury itself. 

Down in the south, about 
450 guerrillas are bidding to 
extend the circle of war by 
infiltrating across from Moza- 
mbique to Botswana. They 
move in an arc across a point 
just north of the South Afri- 
can border. 

The South Africans have a . 
force dose by - - in case any 
of the guerrillas lose their way. 
South Africa is prepared to 
give plenty of advice and there 
is no shortage of military sup- 
plies coming through for Smi- 
th’s defence.

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Study group predicts crippling energy 
shortage before this century’s end 


THE HAGUE, May 17 (R). 
— The non-communist world 
is likely to face a crippling en- 
ergy shortage before the end 
of the century despite conser- 
vation efforts and a search for 
new fuels, an international ex- 
pert study group predicted to- 
day. 

The bleak . forecast by a 
group of 35 businessmen, gov- 
ernment officials and specialists 
was coupled with an urgent 
call for action to meet a pro- 
bable crisis in the years after 
1985. 

"There is no time to waste. 
There is no place to hide. 
There is no way to do it al- 
one”, the report warned. 

The group’s central predict- 
tion is of an annual oO shor- 
tage rising to between 15 and 
20 million barrels a day by the 
year 2000 --the equivalent of 
consumption today in the Un- 
ited States. 

The 291-page study, prese- 
nted today to government le- 
aders around the world inclu- 
ding President Jimmy Carter, 
was coordinated by Professor 
Carrol] L. Wilson of the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology. 

The Dutch participants in the 
group presented a copy of the 
report “energy -- global pros- 
pects 1985 - -2000", to econo- 
mics minister Ruud Lubbers at 
a press conference. 

Professor Wilson, in com- 
ments released here, said: “The

supply would fail to meet con- 
tinually rising demand some 
time between 1985 and 1995 
even if the price per barrel 
rose 50 per cent in real terms. 

Demand for oil would . rise 
by between 2.1 per cent and 
23 per cent a year, depending 
on the speed of world econo- 
mic growth, and would double 
by the year 2000, the experts 
predicted. 

But key oil production sta- 
tes such as Saudi Arabia were 
likely to start limiting their 
.production in a few years 
time because oil in the ground 


would be more valuable than 
dollars which they cannot 
spend. 

The workshop predicted that 
if Saudi Arabia limited produc- 
tion to tile current level of 
nine million barrels a day, the 
crisis for the non-communist 
world would come between 
1981 and 1983. 

Dutch experts, presenting the 
report at a press conference, 
said the workshop had left 
aside the communist world 
from most of its calculations, 
but it was possible that Soviet 
Bloc demand for oil imports 
might make the situation 
worse. 

The report cast doubt on 
whether coal, nuclear power 
and other new sources of en- 
ergy could effectively fill the 
gap once oil supplies became 
scarce. 

The report said there could 


well be a coal surplus because 
of resistance to what it des- 
cribed as "dirty, awkward stuff 
to distribute and use." 

Nuclear power, which at the 
moment gives the non-commu- 
nist world two per cent of its 
energy, could bear a maximum 
of 20 per cent of the energy 
load in the year 2000, but this 
would need a rapid expansion 
of capacity. 

Natural gas reserves in in- 
dustrialised consumer nations 
were running out. and costly 
transport would hinder access 
to the larger reserves held by 
oil-producing states in the Mid- 
dle East. 

Other sources of energy, 
from the sun, wind, water, oil 
shale and oil sands were likely 
to meet only about 10 per cent 
of the world’s appetite by the 
end of the century, the report 
said. 


President Carter’s show at London 
summit meeting impressed Europeans 
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PARIS, May 17 (AFP). — Pre- 
sident-Jimmy Carter appears 
to have impressed Europeans 
at last week’s London S ummit 
meetings of major non-commu- 
nist powers, in the opinion of 
those who followed the talks. 

Prudence, moderation, bala- 
nce, knowledge of dossiers, sp- 
eaking ability or compliments 
have not been scarce, and Fr- 
ench President Giscard d* Es- 
taxng has not been the most 
sparring. 

A propensity to seek out 
the advice of his colleagues 
from the old world, always 
flattering, could be added to 
the list of virtues -- but that 
will not last long, some ob- 
servers believe. 

In a word, the “European 
show” put on by the U.S. pre- 
sident four months after taking 
office appears to have been 
a success. Some of his collea- 
gues found in him the charm, 
authority, and the “presence” 
of a John Kennedy. 

tlThe most ^inteiestigg lesson 
to be drawn~from tfie London 
meetings - - an economic sum- 
mit, a NATO conference and 
foursided talks on Berlin and 
relations with the East -- was 
the broad outline’s of Mr. Car- 
ter’s thinking on Europe: 

1. The need to maintain the 
U.S. military presence in Eu- 
rope as a result, among other 


things, of what Mr. Carter cal- 
led the uninterrupted growth 
of Warsaw Pact forces. Pre- 
dictable, this decision w as ne- 
vertheless not a foregone con- 
clusion when the chief execu- 
tive took office. It introduces 
a measure of confidence in 
members of the Atlantic Alli- 
ance, notably in West Germa- 
ny. 

As equally interesting indi- 
cation - - this one an innova- 
tion - - was the president's 
pledge to seek every occasion 
to buy European military hard- 
ware whenever such purcha- 
ses would lead to a more effi- 
cient use of the alliance’s re- 


sources close to the Europe- 
an arms industry, including Fr- 
ench specialists, noted the dec- 
laration with interest, but no 
doubt remained skeptical about 
it in the light of past exper- 
ience. 

2. The conviction, expressed 
m a recent interview with the 
Paris newspaper Le Monde, 
that a strong Europe was in- 
dispensable for the future of 
the United States.

I Though it might be argued 
that such a statement does not 
mean much since Europe is 
not about to begin speaking 
“with a single voice” at major 
political and economic sum- 
mits, observers nevertheless 
point out it represents a chance 
in tone from the recent past 
when former Secretary of Sta- 
te Henry Kissinger rejected 
anything more than a “region- 


al” role for the European Co- 
mmunity. 

There again, President Car- 
ter appears to have wanted to 
reassure Europeans on their 
own fete. He is “betting” on 
the ability of the present gov- 
erning coalition to hold on 
to power in France and on the 
survival of the delicate poli- 
tical balance new struck in 
Italy. 

But he knows that he must 
envision a possible “skidding” 
of these two countries toward 
new political horizons, and a 
possible chill in relations with 
Germany over the export of 
nuclear technology. 

Thus, after contacts with se- 
veral socialist and communist 
figures from France and Italy 
-- contacts that surprised Fr- 
ench government circles - - the 
U.S. administration is fin ding 
new virtues in the double cr- 
edo of faith in the Atlantic 
Alliance paired with support 
for "liberal" societies in Wes- 
tern Europe. 

3. Lastly, in playing down 
his h uman -rights drive in Lon- 
don, President Chrter has dra- 
wn nearer to. : European posi- 
tions on the matter, notably 
those of France and Germany. 

The United States will go to 
the Belgrade Conference not 
on crusade for individual li- 
berties in Eastern Europe and 
not in a spirit of confrontation, 
the president said, Soviet re- 
actions have shown it could 
be dangerous to “rode the 
boat” too strong, too soon.

Cape Verdians fight drought with foreign aid 


PRAIA, Chpe Verde Islands. 
May 17 (AFP). — It has not 
rained in Sao NicoJau for 12 
years. 

Most of the islanders have 
emigrated to join the estimated 
450.000 Cape Verdians working 
in Europe, the USA, Brazil 
and on the African Mainland. 

Drought is a recurrent prob- 
lem in this former Portuguese 
colony which French Coope- 
ration Minister Robert Galley 
will visit this week. The pop- 
ulation of this nine-island At- 
lantic group -- 500 kins. (300 
miles) from Dakar -- still has 
vivid memories of the great 
drought of 1947-48 in which 
more than 30,000 people died. 

Since the Archipelago beca- 
me independent in July 1975, 
the government has set out 
to prove that drought with 
its side effects of famine and 
soil erosion is not inevitable.

Big firms thwart 
Australian oil 
trade with China 

CANBERRA, May 17 (AFP). 
— The mul tina tional oil com- 
panies recently thwarted an 
Australian government initia- 
tive to buy oil from China, 
Stephen Fitzgerald, former 
ambassador to China, said here 
today. 

Dr. Fitzgerald, who was in 
Peking until last November, 
said the Gough Whitlam gov- 
ernment took a policy decis- 
ion to explore the possibility of 
buying China's oil "in Austra- 
lia’s interest”. It was seen 
as a way of obtaining a new 
oil source. 

"But when the Chinese indi- 
cated they could supply, a de- 
cision not to purchase was 
taken by the multinational com- 
panies", Dr. Fitzgerald said 
that as a result quantities and 
prices were never discussed. 

Government officials today 
declined to confirm or deny 
th>« allegation. 

They noted that all the oil 
companies with refinery facili- 
ties in Australia were either 
multinationals or had close 
multinational connections.

Soviets look into the value 
of privately-owned property

MOSCOW, May 17 (AFP). 
— Privately-owned plots of 
land are still of major impor- 
tance in supplying the Soviet 
Union's food needs, according 
to a recent campaign on be- 
half of small land holdings. 
The influential Literatumaya 
Gazeta (Literary Gazette), jo- 
urnal of the Soviet Writers’ 
Union, lias just opened discus- 
sion on the issue with a full 
page in its latest issue devoted 
to the defence of private plots. 

The report, called "Letters 
From the land”, dates from 
1970 to 1971, but Literatumaya 
Gazeta stressed that die sub- 
ject remained topical. 

In it, author Vladilen Travin- 
sky deplored the “undervalua-. 
tion” of the importance of pri- 
vate plots. “Lack of compre- 
hension of their role is still 
noticeable”, be wrote, because 
the holdings have been accus- 
ed of “encouraging petit-bour- 
geois instincts." 

The latest official statistics, 
the journal said, showed that 
private plots represented only 
1.5 per cent of cultivated land 
in die Soviet Union but had 
18 per cent of ovine livestock, 
18 per cent of swine, and 22 
per cent of bovine livestock. 

The figure for milk products 
is especially significant, with 
33 per cent of Soviet cows gr- 
azing on private plots of land. 

The literary gazette's insis- 
tence on livestock is especial- 
ly understandable given the 
current problems in meat sup- 
plies. There have been com- 


plaints from the populace in 
many areas, including Moscow 
where restaurants observe a 
weekly "fish day". Shortages 
are almost as acute in fruits 
and vegetables. 

In support of its defence of 
private plots, Literatumaya 
Gazeta cited an October 1976 
statement by Soviet Commu- 
nist Party Chief Leonid Brez- 
hnev, who said that "suppres- 
sion of agricultural production 
on private plots is premature. 
More attention must be given 
them”. . . 

Deouty Agricultural Minister 
Zia Nureyev also took up their 
defence, citing in the April 28 
issue of Pravda, the Commu- 
nist Party Daily, another sta- 
tement b’v Mr. Brezhnev and 
adding : ‘Tersonal fanning pro- 
vides a not-negligeable share 
of potatoes and market-garden

The conference matted some- 
thing of a watershed in the his- 
tory of UFO logy, as devotees 
| call the science. The subject, 
said tbe experts, has passed 
from the realms of ridicule and 
cartoons to a degree of serious 
acceptance. The problem now is 
to urge national and interna- 
tional authorities to devote gre- 
ater efforts to solving tbe phe- 
nomenon. 

With this end in mind, the 
conference endorsed a call by 
Sir Eric Gairy, Prime Minister 
of the Caribbean Island of 
Grenada, for the United Nations 
to set up some sort of psychic 
research institute to look into 
the Bermuda Triangle --an 
area of tbe Caribbean where 
ships and planes have disappe- 
ared mysteriously -- and relat- 
ed problems such as UFOs. Sir 
Eric offerred Grenada as tbe 
site for another international 
conference to act as a follow-up 
to Acapulco, probably in 1979. 

Scientists and others interes- 
ted in the subject claim tbe 
world cannot see the wood for 
the trees -- that the signs are 
all there if we interpret them 
correctly. But the trees them- 
selves are suspicious. Inevitab- 
ly, UFOlogy attracts more than 
its fair share of cranks, and 


many of the theories on the 
existence of UF*Os drift into 
wild speculation though retain- 
ing a degree of credibility. 

Most experts on the subject 
(who include a liberal sprink- 
ling of scientists and astrophy- 
sicists) agreed that the evidence 
of UFO sightings was overwhel- 
ming. 

But their explanations varied 
from the popular extra-terres- 
tial theory that the UFOs come 
from other planets) to parapsy- 
chology (according to which 
there is a parallel universe 
capable of materialising in ours) 
to arguments that Einstein’s 
theory of relativity may need 
revising.

Flying saucer kidnaps 
Chilean army corporal 


ARICA, Chile. May 17 (AFP). 
— A Chilean army corporal 
was "kidnapped" . for 15 min- 
utes (earth time), by a flying- 
saucer near the Bolivian fron- 
tier last month it was report- 
ed today. 

An army patrol, led by Cor- 
poral Armando Valdes, was on 
routine .duty near Putre, nor- 
theast of Santiago on the Bol- 
ivian frontier last April 25 
when they saw an intensely 
bright light about 500 metres 
away. The corporal went to 
investigate and disappeared a 
few minutes before the UFO 
(Unidentified Flying Object), 
vanished in turn, said the press 
reports.

, belief, for example, UFO sight- 
ings are not reported mainly 
by those who are a little weak 
in the head or had been drink- 
ing, but by all age groups and 
by people from all walks of 
life. 

Again, most UFOs are report- 
ed not just by one person but 
by groups of people. Most sight- 
ings occur in isolated regions 
of the world, and many near 
military installations - - espe- 
cially in North America.' 

Equally disconcerting is the 
fact that many sightings have 
occurred just before world wars 
or, according to Latin American 
experts, just before earthquakes 
(such as those in Nicaragua and 
Guatemala). 

Practically every American 
space mission has a UFO sight- 
ing and among those who spot 
flying saucers most regularly 
are air force pilots throughout 
the world. 

If some of the UFOlogists’ 
explanations sound a little far- 
fetched, so do official explana- 
tions discounting the sightings, 
such as “it was a reflection of 
the sun” or "the instruments 
were faulty.” Even so. a quar- 
ter of tiie sightings recorded hy 
the U.S. Air Force are unexpla- 
ined.

For a brief while it seemed 
that South, declarer at four 
spades, was trying not to 
take any tricks. But he soon 
showed that there was 
method in his madness. 

After West interposed a 
bid of two hearts. North had 
no good way to describe his 
values. He eventually settled 
on a cue-bid of the enemy's 
suit which slightly exag- 
gerated his holding but was 
the least of evils. When 
South rebid spades. North 
plunged on to game— he felt 
his excellent trump support 
compensated for his shape- 
less hand. 

West led the top of his 
heart sequence, and de- 
clarer was not too taken with 
his prospects. There were 
only nine sure winners, and 
the chance of finding the ace 
of clubs with East was al- 
most nil in view of West’s 


vulnerable overcall. It 
seemed that the diamond 
suit would have to be de 
veloped for an extra trick, 
but that ran a risk. If East 
could win a diamond trick, he 


would surely shift to clubs. 
8nd two club tricks, a heart 
and a diamond would mean 
down one. 

However, declarer came 


up with an ingenious way to 
keep East off play. He allow- 
ed West to hold the king of 
hearts, noting with interest 
that East followed with the 
two. The defender continued 


with the queen of hearts (no 
shift would have helped) and 
again declarer ducked in 
dummy! On the third round 


of hearts, won by the ace, de- 
clarer discarded a low dia- 
mond. 

He drew trumps in two 
rounds, cashed the ace and 


king of diamonds and ruffed 
a diamond. When the suit 
broke evenly, declarer was 
home. He entered dummy, 
with the remaining trump, 

discarded a club on the 
thirteenth diamond and was 
happy to concede a dub trick . 
to the defenders. All de- 


clarer lost was a dub and 
two heart tricks. A com- 
bination of a holdup play and 
avoidance allowed him to. 
bring home his contract. -

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U.N. Maputo conference to 
criticise Western powers 


MAPUTO, May 17 (AFP)- — 
Western countries come in for 
sharp criticism for their links 
with Rhodesia and South Af- 
rica in draft documents circu- 
lating among delegations to the 
United Nations-sponsored con- 
ference in support of the Zim- 
babwe and Namibian peoples 
here 

The five-day conference, att- 
ended by 87 countries and rep- 
resentatives of Southern Afri- 
can liberation movements was 
opened yesterday by U.N. Sec- 
retary General Kurt Waldheim. 

A drafting committee chair- 
ed by Tanzania's U.N. Ambas- 
sador, Salim Ahmad Salim, 
has produced '‘preliminary id- 
eas for the text of the decla- 
ration and programme of ac- 
tion" - - the two political docu- 


ments the conference is to ado- 
pt. 

France, though not named, 
was clearly the target of a 
clause in the draft, stating 
“the sale or supply of any 
arms and military material to 
South Africa ultimately supp- 
orts the acts of aggression of 
South Africa against the Nami- 
bian (South West African), peo- 
ple and the United Nations." 

The two documents aim at 
producing measures to isolate 
the governments of South Af- 
rica and Rhodesia and reflect 
the positions already taken up 
by the African group at the 
UN. 

The draft documents on Rh- 
odesia do not favour any of 
the opposed nationalist factions 
but call on UN. members to

“intensify their assistance to 
the liberation movement of Zi- 
mbabwe as the sole and au- 
thentic representative of the 
people of Zimbabwe.” 

They call for “all necessary 
economic and other assistance 
by all freedom-loving countries 
and peoples” to the five front- 
line nations spearheading bla- 
ck Africa’s efforts to get sett- 
lements in Rhodesia and Na- 
mibia. 

The five Western Security 
Council members, the United 
States, Britain, France, West 
Germany and Canada, have 
been lobbying for support of 
their diplomatic campaigns for 
settlements In Rhodesia and 
Namibia. British Minister of 
State Ted Rowlands had a me- 
eting today with Mr. Sam Nu- 
jonaa, leader of SWAPO (Sou- 
th West Africa People’s Orga- 
nisation), the main Namibian 
nationalist movement. 


Arab arms manufacturing 
(body opens meet in Egypt) 

ALEXANDRIA, May 17 (R). — The multi-million dollar Arab 
Militar y Industrial Organisation (AMIO) began meetings here 
today to study the manufacturing of helicopters and anti-tank 
missiles, the official Middle East News Agency reported. 

Saudi Arabia, Qatar, United Arab Emirates and Egypt are 
the members of AMIO and were represented here by their war 
ministers. 

The organisation was formed in 1975 with the aim of pro- 
ducing sophisticated arms for the use of Arab armies. 

AMIO is considering several offers from French and British 
firms which agreed to help Arab countries produce advanced 
w eapons. Informed sources said. 

President Anwar Sadat will meet the four ministers later 
today they will attend a naval exercise tomorrow. 

The meetings are expected to last for two days, sources 
added.

Lahore curfew lifted 


BELFAST, May 17 (R). — 
Andy Tyrie, self-styled Sup- 
reme Commander of the Ulster 
Defence Association - - the lar- 
gest of Northern Ireland's 
para-military organisations - - 
said today any of his members 
who took part in peace talks 
with Republican guerrillas ris- 
ked being shot by their col- 
leagues. 

The execution warning came 
after Mr. Sean McBride, for- 
mer United Nations Assistant 
Secretary General and Nobel 
■ Peace Prize winner, said he 
held secret talks with a Nor- 
thern Ireland barrister, Mr. 
Desmond Boal, at the behest 
of the guerrilla groups and 
drew up draft peace proposals. 

Sources close to the militant 
Protestant leader pointed out 
that Mr. Tyrie’s threat did not 
prevent his members talking to 
intermediaries. 

Mr. Tyrie said he knew me- 
etings had taken place, but 
warned: “If any members of 
our organisation meet the 
Provisionals (Irish Republican 
Army) in any way they face 
death. Some of our members 
would feel justified in shooting 
them.” 

Mr. McBride said in Dublin 
the talks with Mr. Boal in Nor- 
thern Ireland and Paris took 
place after both sides had 
made it clear they "wanted to 
talk peace." 

Mr. McBride, a former Chief- 
of-Staff of the IRA. said the 
exposure of the talks on a 
British television programme 
last night had spoiled their 
chances of success. 

He said that he and Mr. 
Boal had been chosen by the 
opposing guerrilla groups a? 
"men of experience and inte 
grity whose views they would 
be prepared to listen to." 

Mr. McBride, who acted as 
mediator for the Provisional 


IRA in the talks, said the re- 
cent Protestant-inspired gene- 
ral strike in Northern Ireland 
“probably had the effect of 
putting everything into cold 
storage." 

In the border county of 
South Armagh, security forces 
continued to search today for 
the young British army cap- 
tain who the IRA claim they 
kidnapped and executed over 
the weekend. 

Capt Robert Nairac, 29, dis- 
appeared on Saturday night 
while on an army undercover 
operation. The army has denied 
the IRA claim that he was a 
member of the Special Air 
Service, an elite corps drafted 
into the province to root out 
guerrillas. 


LAHORE, Pakistan, May 17 
(R). — An army-enforced cur- 
few was completely lifted here 
today for the first time since 
martial law w as imposed near- 
ly four weeks ago. 

Some troops still patrolled 
the Punjab capital, Pakistan’s 
second biggest city with more 
than two million people, but 
there were no incidents. 

Life was quickly returning 
to normal in the city, which 
has been one of the main cen- 
tres for the past iG weeks of 
opposition agitation to try to 
force Prime Minister Zulfikar 
Ali Bhutto to resign over dis- 
puted general elections last 
March. 

Mr. Bhutto clamped martial 
law on three cities -- Lahore, 


Karachi and Hyderabad --on 
April 21 in an effort to check 
worsening political violence. 

The martial law authorities 
decided to lift the curfew in 
Lahore after three days passed 
without any significant oppo- 
sition demonstrations or vio- 
lence. 

The country's unofficial 
death toll in civil strife since 
the March 7 election now 
stands close to 280. at least 50 
of them in Lahore. The opposi- 
tion claims Mr. Bhutto rigged 
the election to stay in power.

day visit primarily designed to 
express American support for 
Spain’s post-Franco reforms. 

Only a few hours before he 
arrived from Lisbon on the 
second teg of his European tour 
a powerful bomb wrecked a 
floor of a US.

In a statement on arrival 
the vice president said the 
changes undertaken by the 
Spanish government since 
Gen. Franco died 18 months 
ago had thrilled and excited 
the U.S. 

Spurred by the example of 
Spain, he said: "There is a 
new confidence in democracy 
around the world... Your na- 
tion and its leadership have 
demonstrated to the world that 
the forces of democracy are 
not on the decline but on the 
offensive." 

Spaniards vote next month 
in the country’s first free par- 
liamentary elections for more 
than 40 years. 

Mr. Mondale said relations 
between Spain and the United 
States had never been soun- 
der and added: "both of our 
countries now share a common 
love and support of demo- 
cracy." 

From the airport, Mr. Mon- 


dale went to Moncloa Palace, 
official residence of Spanish 
Prime Minister Adolfo Suarez, 
for talks. 

He was scheduled to make 
a courtesy call on King Juan 
Carlos. 

Mr. Mondale told reporters 
travelling aboard his U.S. air 
force jet as he flew from Lis- 
bon that he expected his talks 
to centre on the democratic 
: reforms and possible Spanish 
membership of the European 
Common Market and NATO 
(North Atlantic Treaty Orga- 
nisation).

KUWAIT. May 17 (R). — 

A Kuwaiti military delegation 
is now in the Soviet Union to 
negotiate the purchase of so- 
phisticated arms, according to 
Defence and Interior Minister 
Sheikh Saad Al Abdullah Al 
Sabah. 

Sheikh Saad, who was at the 
airport last night to greet Fore- 
ign Minister Sheikh Sabah Al 
Ahmad Al Sabah on his return 
from a five-nation tour, said 
Kuwait wanted to buy weapons 
from ail countries but “no 
strings should be attached.”

Non-aJigned nations think treaty to 
ban “weather weapons” is spurious 


Fossil find upsets theories ' 
on populating of America 

PLASTER CITY California, May 17 (AFP). — Human fossils 

100.000 years old have been found in southern California, 
upsetting all theories so far on the populating of America. 

The discovery was presented on Monday to the Southern 
Anthropological Association here by Mr. Morlin Childers of 
the Imperial Valley Museum. 

Only a few months ago it was thought that the first 
Asians arrived in America, across the Bering Straits, some 

20.000 years ago. A more recent archaeological discovery put 
the first inhabitants of America back 40.000 years. 

Mr. Childers said he had discovered a piece of human 
femur and a shoulder blade and some 80 stone tools. The 
discovery came after the passage, last September, of the 
cyclone Kathleen which had swept the ground and exposed 
the remains. 


GENEVA. May 17 (AFP). — 
The foreign minsters, of .the 
Soviet Union, United States and 
11 other Warsaw Pact and 
NATO countries will tomorrow 
sign a treaty to outlaw the 
weather weapon -- interferen- 
ce with the environment for 
military ends, UX sources 
said here today. 

Non-aligned nations are ex- 
pected to boycott the signing 
ceremony here. They argue that 
a ban on man-mad earthqua- 
kes and tidal waves deflects 
attention from the real issues 
facing the U.N. Conference on 
Disarmament, such as atomic 
tests. 

The treaty, negotiated last 
year by the Soviet Union and 
United States, forbids modi- 
fications of the environment 


for military purposes which 
would have .widespread,, lasting 
or serious consequences. 

"Widespread" is taken to 
mean extended over more than 
a few hundred sq. kms.. "last- 
ing" means a season or more 
and "serious” means causing 
the destruction of, or damage 
to, human life, or the natural 
and economic resources of any 
country that signs the treaty. 

Its sponsors say the accord 
will outlaw man-made catastro- 
phes and interference with na- 
tural phenomena like the oz- 
one layer which protects the 
earth from intense solar radi- 
ation, micro-climates and oc- 
ean currents. 

This is precisely why non- 
aligned nations, particularly In 
Latin America, said the tre- 
aty is spurious. 


None of the kind of pract 
*■ which the agreement sects 
ban is thought to have oo 
red. even for non-military j 
poses. 

Yet again, the non-aligned 
nations say, the world's two 
big military-political blocs art 
turning the spotlight ai 
from the really serious issueM 
such as the development of] 
chemical weapons and the con- 
tinuation of atomic testing. 

The signers are, from the 
Warsaw Pact: Bulgaria, Cze- 
choslovakia, East Germany. 
Hungary, Poland and the So- 
viet Union; and from the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organisation: 
Belgium, Denmark. Luxem- 
bourg, the Netherlands, Nor 
way, Turkey and the Unhid 
States. 


Vance, Gromyko open second SALT round in Geneva today

GENEVA, May 17 (R). — 
U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance and Soviet Foreign Mi- 
nister Andrei Gromyko make 
their second attempt to agree 
on goals for a new round of 
Strategic Arms Limitation Tal- 
ks (SALT) here tomorrow. 

American officials, how- 
ever, say they do not know 
whether the Soviet Union is 
willing to reach an agreement 
acceptable to the U.S. and are 
uncertain about the outcome 
of the talks, which begin on 
Wednesday. Some U.S. sour- 
ces doubt whether any imme- 
diate progress is possible. 

It is seven weeks since Mr. 
Vance met Soviet leaders in 
Moscow for talks which end- 
ed with the two countries 
flatly rejecting each other’s 
proposals for limiting their nuc- 
lear arsenals. 

Before that meeting Presi- 
dent Carter publicly declared 
that the U.S. aim was to seek 
a sweeping change in the 
goals of a new SALT agree- 
ment Instead of limited weap- 
ons, the United States want- 
ed substantial reductions of 
existing aims ' inventories and 
limits on development of new 
weapons. 

This time there has been a 
number of quiet diplomatic 
contacts in Washington and' lit- 
tle advance publicity. Mr. Van- 
ce has been unwilling to voice 
any hopes for the talks, which 
will last two or three days and 
also deal with the Middle East 

A senior American official 
who accompanied Mr. Vance 
on a visit to Tehran said he 
hoped some common ground 
could be found here this week, 
but he was uncertain if this 
would be possible. 

He said a number of Soviet 
ideas had been floated in the 
press or through diplomatic 
contacts m the past month. 
But the Russians had tabled 
no new proposals to break the 
inroas«e nor were anv expec- 
ted. Mr. Vance also had no 
new proposals to bring to 
Geneva. 


But the U.S. has changed 
its approach to the talks, and 
has made clear its willing to 
discuss alternatives to its own 
proposals, while maintaining 
its aim of substantial cuts in 
nuclear arms. 

■ At a news conference last 
Friday, Mr. Vance said that 
a synthesis might be found 
that would include elements 
from the three proposals now 
on the table - - a Soviet pro- 
posal for minimal cuts, a simi- 
lar U.S. proposal, and the wid- 
er American one. 

An acceptable synthesis 
could include the following 
elements, according to US 
sources: 

Like' the Soviet proposal and 
the American minimal offer, it 
would call for immediate min- 
or cutbacks, of the sort the two 
countries agreed in Vladivo- 
stock in December, 1974, when 
President Ford met Soviet 
Communist Party Chairman Le- 
onid Brezhnev. 

The VTadivostock ceiling was 
set at 2,400 strategic nuclear 
weapons, such as missiles and 
bombers, on each side, of 
which 1,320 could be equipped 
with multiple ware heads (MI- 
RVs) the Soviet Union now has 


2,550 nuclear weapons, accor- 
ding to U.S. estimates, while 
the United States has 2,150. 

Second, the synthesis would 
include a declaration of prin- 
ciples in which both countries 
stated that they would begin 
negotiations for a comprehen- 
sive agreement in a further 
round of SALT meetings imme- 
diately following the agree- 
ment. The contents of this 
would largely reflect U.S. pro- 
posals for a comprehensive cut- 
back. 

Unlike the Soviet proposal, 
this synthesis would not spe- 
cifically ban Cruise missiles, 
the sources said. But it would 
be written so as to effectively 
suspend, at least temporarily, 
the development and deploy- 
ment of the low-flying and 
highly accurate pilot-less Drone 
on which U.S. development is 
far ahead of the Soviets. 

The American comprehensive 
proposal calls for both sides 
to reduce their arsenals to bet- 
ween 1,800 and 2,000 missiles 
and bombers, and about 1,100 
MIRVs. The U.S. would want 
reductions on this scale incor- 
porated into a subsequent SA- 
LT agreement

Senior U.S. officials think 
the deadline could still be met 
if the two sides could agree on 
the framework for SALT IT by 
about July 1. 

But they do not feel any 
threat even if the deadline is' 
passed. The two governments 
could extend the 1972 interim 
agreement, an action requiring 
legislative approval, or more 
simply declare their intention 
to adhere to it until a new one 
can be signed. 

The time problem is linked to 
parallel SALT negotiations 
which began here last week. 
U.S. arms negotiator Paul War- 
nke and his Soviet counter- 
part Vladimir Semyonov are 
working on a number of se- 
condary issues such as the 
problem of verifying MIRVs 
and agreeing on estimates of 
each other’s nuclear arms in- 
ventories. 

Their talks are essential to 
and depend on agreement on 
an overall framework, U.S. so- 
urces said, and time would be 
needed to work out all the 
cross-relations. 

The U.S. approach to SALT 
in Moscow has won support 
from across the political spec- 
trum in the United States, but 
has also been criticised. 

Mr. Richard' 1 ' Burt, Assistant 
Director of the independent 
International Institute of Stra- 


tegic Studies (II SS) in London, 
said after the Moscow talks the 
U.S. proposals were unaccept- 
able to the Soviet Union be- 
cause they were seen as an 
attempt to limit arms compe- 
tition to areas where the Rus- 
sians could not compete. 

Soviet nuclear strategy has 
concentrated on land-based 
ICBMs, and the U.S. wanted to 
move it into the area of sub- 
marine-based missiles, where it 
has an advantage. 

In addition, Mr. Burt said, 
the whole idea of reductions 
had been oversold. Small re- 
ductions of about a few hund- 
red bombers or missiles were 
trivial, while larger reductions 
were likely to lead to major 
imbalances that one side or the 
other could not accept.
